From the Antiquary. 


The "Star of the South" was 


found in Brazil, ia the mines of Bo- 
gagen, by a poor negress, in Jnly, 
1853. 
It originally weighed 254 


carats, but was reduced by being 
out an a "brilliant" to 124 carats, 
or less than half its size. Consider- 
ing the enormous price set upon 
diamonds of the largest piste, it is 
strange to find that several of them 
should have been deliberately cut 
down to murh smaller dimensions, 
simply to give them an artificial 
shape, little increaoing their original 
beauty, but immedwtely decreasing 
their value. It U tstimateil thai tlie 
Russian "Orloff" lost four-fifths of 
its value by being cut down to o e- 
balf its original size. 


The most striking instance of 


such injudicious cutting is to !.e 
found in our own iambus "Koh-i- 
noor." As before mentioned, this 
htone, once going by the name of 
the "Great Mogul," was originally 
of the weight of 787 carats, but was 
"polished down" by an unhappy 
and unskillful Venetian lapidary to 
280 carats, and as euch rvune iuto 
the possession of the crown of Eng- 
land 
Jt was then a "rose/ but 


Priuce Albert, not liking the ap- 
pearance of the crystal flower, con- 
ceived the idea of having it recut. 
After consulting Sir David firewa- 
ter and other scientific men, it was 
determined by the Prince Consort, 
with the consent, of course, of the 
government, to polish the "Moun- 
tain of Light" 
For this purpose 


one of the largest of Dutch diamond 
merchants, Mynheer Coster, of Am- 
sterdam, was engaged, and he sent 
over to London his most experi- 
enced artisan, one Hen Voorsanger 
with asBistanta, to "improve" the 
"Koh-i-noor." 
The improvement 


was carried on with- the help of a 
four-horse power 
steam engine, 


which began working on the 6th of 
July, 1862, tbe Duke of Wellington 
placing with his own hands the 
"Mountain of Light" on the catting 
machine. For thirty-eight days the 
unlucky diamond was swung around 
on it until it had been reduced from 
280 to 102 carats, at« coat to the 
government, or rather the nati«n, of 
£8,000. It was, as truly remarked 
by C. W. King, one "of the best 
writers on and judges of gems in 
this country, "a most ill-advised 
proceeding, which deprived the stone 
of all its historical and mineralogi- 
cal value," reducing the oice famous 
stone "unrivaled in Europe," to "a 
bad-shaped, shallow brilliant, but of 
inferior water."

6AUFIELD ARD CONKLING. 


A Cleveland correspondent of the 


Chicago Trilme does not seem to take 
much stock in the industriously circu- 
lated rumor that the New York senator 
ia going to be at cross-purposes with 
the now president, or that he is dis- 
posed to be in any way dictatorial with 
regard Jo tbe make-up of tho cabinet. 
The correspondent says: 


I have obtained the following facts, 


from 
perfectly reliable sources, and 


they are published, as, in my belief 
they help to set both Gen. Garfield and 
Senator Conkling to a certain extent 
right before the country: After the 
many things that have been said about 
their relationship, first, I desire to say 
that Senator Conkling came on Gar- 
field's explicit invitation. Gen. Garfield 
did-not know exactly when the senator 
would afrivo, and so his carriage was 
not in waiting at the depot. Conkling 
demanded nothing. 
He pointed out 


the claims of Xew York, just as Gov. 
Cullom did those of Illinois, and as 
Senator Sawyer did of Wisconsin. 
He 


claimed that New York was important 
to republican success, and would con- 
tinue to be important, and could be 
held in the ranks with much greater 
case by* having a cabinet position. 
When asked to name a suitable man or 
suitable men fnr cabinet positions, the 
senator replied by telling the story of 
Presiiient-elefit Buchanan and hia ad- 
visers. 
Buchanan had been bulldozed 


seriously !>y the various contending ele- 
ments of his psrty, north and south, 
and finally the happy thought struck 
him of selecting five men and summon- 
ing them to his residcncr to help him. 
To these men he submitted the names 
lie was wrestling with, and askpd them 
to form a cabinet lor liiia. They re- 
tired, and after several hours of stormy 
debate they retur/jeJ to Buchanan with 
the verdict: "We arc absolutely unable 
to agree on the men. 
Select the cabi- 


net yourself, and you will then be abso- 
lutely certain ol plejaing the most im- 
portant 
person 
u!' 
all—yourself." 


"When asked to name men I should be 
obliged to nsc the language of these 
five wise democrats," said the senator. 
The various men who hare been spoken 
of in connection with cabinet positions 
in the state of New York were, however, 
thoroughly canvassed, and considerable 
that was favorable was said of several 
of them. The senator did not urge the 
name of Jjcvi V. Morton above that of 
any other republican of the state ol 
New York. 
I was told by a gentleman 


who ought to know to day that four 
cabinet positions had been pretty fully 
decided upon, and that Xew York would 
be represented by either Judge Folger 
in the treasury or James in the post- 
oflice. 
Ife thought cither 
of these 


would suit the country.

More Rumors as to Its 


Make Up. 


What Dorsey Says About It. 


NEW YORK, February 19.—Wash- 


ington, Mentor and Albany jnat now 
are the paints of absorbing political in- 
terest with the politicians here, as else- 
where. The fact that Senator Conk- 
ling and ex-Senator Dorsey have re- 
cently returned from Mentor, where 
President-elect Garfield's carriage is 
constantly utilized by visitors from the 
East, and that Chief Justice Folger, of 
Albany, baa gone to the American 
Mecca, has put a thinking cap on the 
head of many a politician, and to a cer- 
tain extent given the future of the Cab- 
inet away. In the mirage of reticence 
with which tbe returned pilgrims veil 
themselves, it is possible to discern sun- 
dry certainties, and among'them the 
following: 
First, Senator Conkliog, 


daring his very recent brief visit in 
this city, was in a moat cheerful mood, 
and gave his intimates and adherents 
also the right to infer that he bad had 
a particularly pleasant visit with Gen. 
Garfield. Second, during hi: stay he 
was called on by Chief-Justice Folger 


Murray was t comrade i» arms with 
Gen. Qtrfield in the war for the Union, 
and their relations are thote of cordial 
friendibip. 


Mr. T. W. Phillip*, one of the oil 


»nd 
princej of Weitern 
who is * very dark hone in tbe Senato- 
rial contest in that State, was here last 
night. He.has been an intimate per- 
sonal friend of the Garfield family. 


Judge Folger deputed at midnight, 


last night, after a long consultation 
with Goo. Gwfield in regard to New 
York polities.

According to tbe New York Times, 


diphtheria still prevails in and about 
that city to an alarming extent, and has 
been so malignant this winter as to 
baffle the skill of the best physicians. 
There are, of course, various modes of 
treatment, some of them directly op- 
poatd to one another ; but all of them 
have 'repeatedly failed. 
Any method 


which seems reasonable or plausible is 
worth trying, and what purports to be a 
new discovery appears to be deserving 
of consideration. A young man in the 
West, whose arm had been amputated, 
was recently attacked with the disease 
before the limb had healed. To the 
surprise of bis physician, the matter in- 
cident to diptheria appeared on the arm 
where it had been severed, in place of 
depositing itself as usual in the throat, 
and the case proved to be a mild one. 
The doctor profited by this strong inti- 
mation from nature to whom many of 
his profession paid very little heed, and 
when next called to visit a diphtheritic 
patient blistered his cheek. 
There 


most of the deposits showed them- 
selves, end the patient speedily recover- 
ed. Hence it is inferred that the disor- 
der generally affects the throat on ac- 
count of the thiuneas of its lining, and 
not because it is any part of its morbid 
law to do so. 
When the blister breaks 


tbe epidermis, the tenderness of that 
portion of the body draws the virus in 
the system thither, instead of the 
throat, as ordinarily. This may prove 
to be of vast advantage to the medical 
fraternity. If it should, it would be 
only one of many instances in which 
what we call accident has revealed more 
than any amount of science. 


MARK TWAIN estimates bis profits
